FCC Enforcement Nens — 


ARRLWeb Extra courtesy Arrerican Radio Relay League 
NEWINGTON, CT, Feb 16, 2000--The FCC has fined two Texas hans 
$8000 apiece for allegedly irterfering with a local repeater and 
failing to identify. Pau E Holcorrbe, K4TOF, ard Robert L Myers 
NSWLY, both of Houston, were notified last nonth by the FCC's 
Houston office. The fines corre in the aftermath of 

an FCC investigation udertaken last year that 

involved the use of direction-finding equiprrert. C 
noted logging conplairts of apparertly 

irtertional irterference over a period of rrore 

than five years to the Mervorial Evrergercy Repeater Assodation's 
145.47 madine in Houston. The interference "was allegedly caused 
by stations transnitting uidentified tones inflammatory or 


derogatory rerrarks, and urvoduated signals, none of which were 
idertified with an FCC-assigned call sgn" the FCC said. 


In each Notice of Apparent Liability, the FCC 


Inthe wake of separate investigations last J une, the FCC had dted 
Holcombe and Myers for alleged willfu ard malidous interference 
and failure to idertify while operating on the 145.47 rraciire on 
separate occasors earlier in 1999. There's no indication fromthe 
FCC that the two rren acted in concert, and the cases are being 
handled separately. Both operators were ated for violating §97.101 
(d) and §97.119(a) of the FCC's Amateur Service ries 


In both cases the FCC deternined on the bass of its investigation 
that Meyers and Holcombe did "willfuly and ralidoudy interfere" 
with conmunications in progress and failed to identify. The FCC said 
both violations were willful because trans7issions were tirred to 
coindde with those of other repeater users and each operator 
"sought to conceal his idertity by altering the sound of his normal 
voice and onitting the required identification" 


The FCC said it determined the arrourt of the fines by using the its 
forfeiture policy, which sets a base fine of $7000 for irtertional 
irterference and $1000 for failure to idertify. In assessing such 
fines, the FCC said it takes irto accoutt the "nature, draursiances, 
extert, and gravity" of the violations as well as "the degree of 
Cupability, any history of prior offenses, ability to pay, ard other 
such matters as justice may require." 


Both rren were ordered to pay the fines within 30 days or to file 
written daterrents showing why the forfeitures should be reduced or 
canceled.
